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FUNCTIONS 
(i ) The Committee will coordinate all the activities of the Iron Ore Project 
jelating to development of mining , rail, road and ports and will be responsible 
d or implementing the long term export programmc of Iron Ore. The Committee 
will make regular inonthly reports to the Ministry of Commerce . 

( il ) The Committee will also be assisted by necessary experts to implement 
this project and the Committee would be responsible for ensuring implemen 
tation of this project for which purpose it will have the authority to act on 
behalf of the Government of India . 

( iii ) The Committee would be competent to undertake in Pursuance of its 
objectives, any necessary research in any relevant field or ma ket studies or 
the study of any trends in the steel industry or iron ore programmes of the 
world . 

( iv ) The Committee will also enlist the cooperation and necessary active 
participation of the various State Governments concerned in the various Iron 
Ore Programmes . 

(v ) The Committee may, from time to time, appoint one or more Advisory 
Committees for the efficient discharge of its functions. 

( vi) The Committee would be competent to create suitable posts of compe 
dent experts , such as Mining Engineers , Mechanical Engineers , Port Engineers , 
Market Research Officers , Costing and Finance Oncers , etc . to assist the Project 
in its important task of examination , deliberations and supervision over imple 
mentation of the various programmes .
